Fore school was scheduled to be- 

gin. At 9:20, Mr. Achter informed 
students and staff of the situation 
over the P.A. system, reminding 
“hem to stay calm. 

| "We want everyone to stay 





calm,” Achter said. “We're taking 
every safety precaution, and doing 
everything we can to keep stu- 
dents safe.” 

Students and staff were herded 

onto the front lawn and the area 
surrounding the Junior/Senior 
parking lot, where they waited — 
some with fear, others with opti- 
mism, but all with uncertainty. Many 
who had parked in the lot wan- 
dered to their cars, either to keep 
warm, listen to the radio, or both. 
Teachers were sent to block the 
exits of the lot, to prevent anyone 
from leaving. 
“It's very important that we keep a 
certain amount of control," Achter 
said. We can t just have students 
leaving. We need to know where 
they are, so we are better able to 
keep them safe. ` 

Around 10:15, students were 
directed into the gymnasium, which, 
had already been searched by the 


Bomb Squad and was determined 
to be safe. Mr. Achter announced 
overa microphone that the school 
had been searched and declared 
safe. Students were to return to 
theirthird period classes. Immedi- 
ately, murmurs and questions filled 
the air. How could they have thor- 
oughly searched the school? Why 
hadn't they canceled school? 
Would students be allowed to call 
their parents? 

Shortly after students had 
returned to their classes, it was 
announced that due to widespread 
concern, the school day would be 
canceled. Students were let out 
at 11:30am. 

On May 7th, however, the 
school was not caught unpre- 
pared. The threat had been called 
in during first period, and the build- 
ing was evacuated. School bus- 
ses and Cy-Ride busses arrived 
to shelter students from the early 


spring cold. Near 10:15am, Mr. 
Achter sent a written announce- 
ment to each bus, stating that the 
school day would be canceled, 
but, unlike the previous cancella- 
tion, it would be tacked on to the 
end of the school year, pushing 
finals back a day, and causing 
scheduling problems for the Se- 
nior Picnic. Students were allowed 
to return to the school and collect 
any necessary belongings. 

Thebomb threats caused ten- 
sion between students, staff, par- 
ents and the community. A fear of 
another Littleton plagued our 
school system, drastically chang- 
ing the atmosphere of the year's 
end. Instead of looking forward 
to graduation, finals, and the sum- 
mer, we were stuck looking back 
wondering if another call would 
come in and if we would ever 
catch the individual chasing atten- 
tion.
